Cong. Gray Tells House Group W e 
Can't Afford to Pay Contribution 
' Toward Saline River Control Project 


W ASHINGTON (TE) — Southeastern Illinois 
cannot afford to pay the cash contribution called 
for by the Array Engineers and the Budget Bu­ 
reau for the Saline River floRd control project, 
Rep Kenneth J. Gray ( D-lll.) said today. 
Gray appeared before the House Flood Con­ 
trol subcommittee lo urge approval of a $233,000 
local cash contribution for the $6,618,000 channel 
clearing and enlarging project. 
The engineers 
and the budget agency have recommended a $930,- 
000 cash contribution. 
The project was in last year’s omnibus rivers 
and harbors bill, and was one of the jobs which 
did not have federal agency approval cited by 
President Eisenhower in vetoing the measure. 
Gray said the citizens of the area voted twice 
to turn down the local contribution sought by the 
agencies. 
He said the residents have “ had to 
close oown many of their rural schools, and with 
no money to operate them, they certainly cannot 


afford almost a million dollars for this.” 
He said 25 per cent of the area’s population 
had moved out since 1950 and 20 per cent of the 
remaining residents were looking for jobs. 
it is a question of whether we are going to 
help people who can’t help themselves, or stick 
to criteria laid down by some governmental agen­ 
cy,” Gray said. 
Rep. Fred Schwengel (K iowa) asked Gray 
to submit figures on the taxation situation and 
land valuation in the area so the subcommittee 
could iudge the economic situation itself. 
Gray said “ability to pay’ w'as not considered 
in the agency recoommendation, only a formula 
worked out by the Budget Bureau requiring local 
contributions matching 50 per cent of the land 
enhancement to be realized by the project. 
Rep. Ed Edmondson (D-Okla ) said “When 
a member who has evidence of desperate eco­ 
nomic needs, his words should be given a lot of 
weight.”
